User preference levels 

Browsing Short File and Edit menus, plus the Go menu. Use of the 
Browse tool. 

Typing Same as Browsing, plus the Text Arrows option and the ability 
to edit text in existing fields. 

Painting Same as Typing, but with full File and Edit menus and use of 
the Tools menu (plus Paint, Options, and Pattern menus when 
a Paint tool is selected). Use of all the Paint tools (but not 
Button and Field tools), plus Power Keys option. 

Authoring Same as Painting, plus the Objects menu. Use of Button and 
Field tools. 

Scripting Same as Authoring, plus the ability to type into the Message 


box while it’s hidden (if the Blind Typing option is selected), 
and the ability to write and edit the scripts.
